WASHINGTON, April 21.—Tes- 
timony today before the Brookhart 


committee investigating the De- 
partment of Justice under Harry 
M. Daugherty, ranged all the way 
from a story of favored treatment 
accorded ‘‘millionaire | e 
in the Atlanta Federal Prison to 
the charge that ignored 
Federal Trade Commission reports 
which had laid the ground for 
criminal prosecutions under the 
antitrust laws. 

Testimony was given by Huston 
Thompson, chairman of the Feder- 
al Trade Commission, who declared 
that the commission got no replies 
to letters written the Department 
of Justice suggesting that consider- 
ation be given to antitrust cases de- 
veloped by the commission. 

In reply to a question, Thompson 
said that “something of a change” 
had occurred in the Department of 
Justice since the Keller investiga- 
tion. The reference here wag to 
the feller impeachment proceed- 
ings brought against Daugherty 
late in 1922. 

“Tobacco Trust” Case. 

In telling how the recommenda- 
tions of the commission were ig- 
nored by Daugherty, Thompson 
cited particularly the failure of 
the department to act against the 
so-called “Tobacco Trust.” The to- 
bacco cases were the last subm!*- 
ted to the department by the com- 
mission. ° 

“You stopped 
cases.” asked W ler, “because 
you felt it would be leas to take 
up any further cases with the de- 
department?” “Yes,” said Thomp- 
son. 

Thompson detailed the steps 
taken in the futile effort to inter- 
est the department in the tobacco 
cases. The commiesion, he ex- 
plained, was charged with the dury 
of investigating unfair trade prac- 
tices. It made two exhaustive in- 
vestigations of the “Tobacco 
Trust’—one in response to a* 
House and the other in response 
to a Senate resolution.

After the writing of the second 
letter, the commission waited in 
vain for a reply. until Dec. 22, 
1922—10 months from the time the 
matter was laid = before 
Daugherty. ’ 

Meantime the Keller impeach- 
ment proceedings against Daugh- 
erty had been started in the House. 
One of the items in the Keller bill 
against Daugherty was he eam

Economic Partnerships in Marriage | 


-—_—-- 


Fifty-Fifty Arrangement the Basis for Wedlock Now 
Evolving to Cope With the High Cost of Living 


Wifehood and Motherhood May Not Com- 
pletely Express the Woman Any More Than 
Husbandhood and Fatherhood the Man. 


A searching contribution to this great symposium on the problems 
of modern society is the followtng article by Inez Haynes Irwin. 
Mrs. Irwin shows that many marriages of the past have failed 
because mutually incompatible conditions of work and responsi- 
bility have generated incompatible moods. How fully the new 
basis of marriage may meet this problem, as well as the high 
cost of living and other phgses of matrimonial difficulty, is the 
point which she puts to the preof in her present discussion.

No Longer a Simple Matter. 


Perhaps the most sinister result of the cost of living, which dur- 


’ ipg two decades has flown upwards at such a dizzy speed and to such 


a ruinous altitude, is that marriage is no longer a simple matter for 


two young people to contemplate. 


Rents. food. clothes—we al! know 


the peaks of this extraordinary ascent—-and when we add to those 
‘hree primary necessities the expense of raising a family, it is a sur- 


thing that young people 
marry at all And. indeed, num- 
bers of them do not 
at all, ané who do 
marry, an increasing proportion do 
om the old basis. In- 
creasing numbers of them marry 
with the understanding that the 
woman will continue to be self- 
supporting; that the matrimonial 
partnership wil! be financially a 
50-50 arrangement. 

There are some disadvantages to 


this kind of a marriage. 
Buperficially. certainly, it pre- 
sents a picture of average middlje- 
class marriage which its a woeTtu! 
contrast to the charming sketch 
which the literary idealist of the 
last generation invariably drew. 
We have only to go to the books 
and magazines of a quarter of a 
century ago to find that picture in 
infinite reproduction. The  hus- 
band worked hard all day in the 
office. The wife worked al] day in 
the home. The husband returned, 
more or less exhausted at night, to 
an exquisite domestic atmosphere: 
the children asleep upstairs. the 
wife in her prettiest gown ready to 
preside at a charming dinner ta- 
ble. The rest of the evening was 
epent either in give-or-take hospi- 
tality; or in a quiet interval at 
home, the wife at the piano, or both 
absorbed in talk or books. 


The Inevitable Divergence. 


That was the translation of nor- 
mal marriage presented by the lit- 
erature of a quarter of a century 
ago. In actual life, however it 
did not always work out that way. 
For instance, an unpleasant cloud 
in the matrimonial sky often man- 
ifested itself in those idea! eve- 
nings. In brief. though the work- 
ing periods of the matrimonia! pair 
invariably corresponded chrono- 
logically, the Playing periods did 
mot so inevitably agree The work 
of the husband and wife was of so 
conflicting a nature that it fre- 
quentiy produced quite different 
results. 

Often. for instance. the husband 
returned from a long day in the 
office, with tts multiple irritations 
of telephoning. business corre- 
spondence hurried human  con- 
tacts, conecious of only one nerve- 
ravaged ‘nstinct—to spend a quiet. 
refreshing evening tn his ig chair 
with a book and his Pipe. The 
wife. however having undergone 
an equally nerve-racking day with 
the children and a long succession 
of petty domestic Problems. in-

We are beginning te realize. 
however, two things. One is. that 
happiness, under any condition. is 
a rare bird.

Like 
the delicate plant. it demands a 
great dea! of sun, rain, persona) 
attendance with fertilizer. the 
pruning shears and the watering- 
can. In other words, marriage. be- 
ing a human combination. may in 
some cases result fortuitously in 
happiness: but in the mafority of 
cases. it must be most. tenderly 
fostered and carefully coaxed in 
order to survive. 


Play and Work in Partnership. 


Most people agree that, once a 
marriage has been made, it is 
worth saving: that if it is threat- 
ened with shipwreck, it is a desir- 
able thing for the two persons con- 
cerned to bend all their energies to 
the business of salvaging their 
union. That is one of the best 
things I know about the economic 
partnership—it tends te save the 
marriage. For one better working 
method of producing an _ idea! 
union can be invented than to 
make the work-time and the play- 
time of the matrimonial pair ex- 
actly’ coincident. 

The partners in the economic- 
partnership marriage are likely to 
be tired at the same time and in 
the same way.

The feeling back of that revolt 
is that. in desiring to participate 
in outside affairs, they are not be- 
littling the career of wife and 
mother any more than in partici- 
pating in outside affairs a man be- 
littles the career of husband and 
father. Indeed, they consider the 
common attitude that any woman. 
however inferior, is good enough 
to be a wife and mother is a gTori- 
fication of femaledom and an af- 
front to womanhood. 

In the past, many women who 
rebelled against these conditions 
went to the other extreme and re- 
jected the chance of marriage in 
favor of an artistic or professional! 
career. Now comes the economic 
partnership marriage, which 
seems more swiftly and accurately 
than anything else to solve the 
problem. The economic partner- 
ship places the woman in a posi- 
tion in which she does not have to 
make this choice. Moreover, here 
again, the element of happiness 
enters in. Two people are much 
more likely to be happy together if 
both are doing the thing they most 
want to do than if only one were 
achieving that delight. 

Marry—From 22 Upwards. 

There is another good reason 
why economic partnership matri- 
mony has a strong chance of suc- 
cess.

One finds to 
one’s intense surprise that these 
marriages founded on economic 
partnership are producing about 
the same number of children as 
marriages made on the old basis— 
and quite as good children.
